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PURPOSE: To record a talking time and a talking data time automatically and 
to extract them as required by devising a content of a memory recording a 
talking time and a data/time in cross reference to an abbreviated number is 
outputted externally through an interface. 

CONSTITUTION: A talking time and a data/time for each destination relating 
to an abbreviated dial key 310 are recorded in a RAM 5 in relation to the 
abbreviated number on each talking. An external equipment 80 such as a printer 
is employed and prints out the talking time and the data/time for each abbreviat- 
ed number recorded in the RAM 5. In order to activate the external equipment 
80, it is connected through a transmission cable 9 via an interface 7 and the 
communication between a control section 1 and a CPU 82 is attained. When 
the operator gives a command of outputting the memory content to the external 
equipment 80, the connection of the external equipment 80 is confirmed and 
data for each abbreviated number recorded in the RAM 5 are read. When 
the read as to all the abbreviated numbers is not finished, a succeeding abbrevi- 
ated number is designated.

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PURPOSE: To realize the portable telephone set provided with a means recording 
automatically a talking time and a talking date/time or the like for each abbrevi- 
ated number. 

CONSTITUTION: The telephone set is featured to be provided with a memory 
5 having an area recording a talking time and a talking date/time or the like 
for each abbreviated number, a timer means 11 measuring the talking time 
and the talking date/time using an abbreviated dial 310, and a write means 
the newest talking time and talking date/time to a memory area 5 of the rele- 
vant abbreviated number. 
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(54) CALL MANAGEMENT EQUIPMENT 
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PURPOSE: To realize the call management equipment in which 
the management of a system offer party is less and allowing 
hotel or a dormitory or the like to use a rental telephone set in its own room 
in almost the same sense as a telephone set owned by itself. 

CONSTITUTION: When a management number is entered and a cash is deposited, 
a deposit processing section 104 generates a management table based on the 
entered data and a drawing section 105 executes drawing of a basic charge. 
T !?. e ^posit processing section 104 issues a receipt after the basic charge is 
drawn. A- service class revision command section 108 sends a revision command 
of a service class corresponding to the deposited monetary amount to a key 
telephone set. When a rental telephone set is in use, the drawing section 105 
draws the talking charge according to a call charge data sent from the key 
telephone set. When the remaining amount reaches a prescribed limit or below, 
a residual amount discrimination section 106 starts an alarm section 107.
